From 5 to 20 January 1952, the Kwangsi Provincial Food Company sold and de- 
livered 150,000 catties of foodstuffs to the DRV. This food was delivered at 
Nanning by the Nanning branch of the Kwangsi Provincial Food Company and received 
by the Nanning office of the DRV Ministry of Economics, which shipped it into 
Vietnam via Tsochiang (107- , 22- ) and Lungchou (106-56, 22-22). 


Between November 1951 and January 20, 1952, the Kwangsi Provincial Food Company, 
through its branches in Nanning, Wuchou (111-19, 23-28) and Junghsien (110-3, 
22-5), delivered approximately 1,000,000 catties of rice and beans to the DRV 
Government. After accepting delivery, the DRV shipped the food into Vietnam
